T TUS gentleman, commonly known as the “ European champion” athlete 
contended fer “ty of his never having been defeated, and having successfully 
Buse Fray e sash of most of the principal countries of Europe, including 
holde “he ce, Spain, Austria, Prussia, and England—all of which he now 
ici p S reached the summit of pedestrian fame, and is appropriately 
ed by the French press, ‘‘ The flower of athlete chivalry;” for in other 
ncounters besides those of the ‘“‘ measured miles” he is possessed of the 


“. . + + steady hand and eye, 
That ne'er fails in worst extremity ;” 
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for in the bull-ring and in the encounters of the bear or boar he has—if 
an equal—certainly no superior; and from the icebergs of the North to the 
vine-circled arenas of the Peninsula, ‘‘ Death on the White Horse” is a house- 
hold word from the peasant to the peer of continental sportsmen; and if his 
weight did not shut him out, he would probably have obtained an equal repu- 
tation on the turf; for there is no better man across country, and on Fair Rosa- 
mond, Caroline, Cardinal, and Albatross, the Yellow and the Black Stripe has 
again and again been victorious, as the columns of Bell testify; and many will 
remember when all London turned out during the Exhibition year of 1851 to 
see him pilot St. Rochabelle to victory, in the celebrated match for ‘t £500 
a side, over three miles of fair hunting country, within twenty miles of town.” 
Poor Frank Butler once remarked, on seeing him dismount from a winner 
which he had ridden with an easy grace and determination which delighted 
that celebrated jockey, ‘t there-was a good professional spoilt when that gen- 
tleman got over 8st 7lb.” 

Fair Rosamond, by Charles XII., a grey—the animal the Captain has always 
selected for any of his most daring exploits—is the finest mare imaginable, 
standing nearly 17 hands high, with the bone of Rataplan; and although now 
‘‘aged,” won during last summer the principal continental cup, ridden by 
George Ford, who for many years has been her attendant and the faithful 
seconder of his master. 

As a proof of the great endurance of the subject of these remarks, some 
years since he rode a distance of 685 miles in 72 hours, under an emergency ; 
soon after which, for important ‘special service,” he received the crown of a 
youthful gallant’s ambition, the “long gilded spurs of knighthood.” Many a 
deed worthy of the days of chivalry could we record; but Capt. Patten Saun- 
ders’s energies—although an Englishman—have unfortunately not been di- 
rected to the benefit of his country, he being an ultra-Muscovite, and we have 
only therefore to do with him as an athlete and sportsman. 

In 59 he was matched to walk a mile, swim a mile, and run a mile in one 
continuous race, against a person named Fitzmaurice, who was considered a 
first-rate swimmer and walker. This he accomplished with the greatest ease; 
for after walking by his opponent's side the first mile, he quitted him in the 
water, was first out, and ran in alone the concluding mile in 4 min. 36 sec. His 
next great match in this country was a 14 mile one, on three miles of turnpike 
road below Esher, in which his opponent sat down at the end of the seventh 
mile, and the * Russian” finished at his leisure, pulling up and walking in 
with a pipe in his mouth! 

In his celebrated continental match against the ‘Tartar Chief," whom the 
Easterns thought invincible, and who was brought some thousands of miles 
for the purpose, he astonished the Muscovites by running away from him in 
the first mile and half, when the Tartar shut up, and the Captain finished his 
two miles in 9 min. 18 sec. Every one will remember the great race last year 
in England for the amateur championship—two miles (with fifty flights of 
hurdles up by mutual consent), with a quarter of a mile of hill init. This 
was the most arduous task in running he ever had, for his opponent, the

renowned flyer, Capt. Lawrie, was as fine a specimen of an Englishman as 
ever stripped, and proved a formidable antagonist to wrest the sash from; 
and a sporting contemporary in an account of the race, says —‘t When 
the men appeared on the ground, a murmur of approbation emanated 
from the crowd—and well it might, for probably two finer young fellows, in 
every sense of the word, never stripped for any encounter,—in the prime of 
life, athletic, and standing considerably over six feet in height. Capt. Lawrie 
appeared in the most blooming condition, his opponent being, if anything, too 
finely drawn. The race was a tremendous one from end to end, Capt. Lawrie 
leading until within 200 yards of home, where, amidst the most deafening 
shouts from both parties, the Russian carried his colours to the van, and won 
this memorable contest by a yard and a half! On returning to dress on this 
occasion he received from illustrious hands a splendid Cashmere as a memento 
of the day, to add to his repertoire of souvenirs—which, by the bye, is a superb 
one, embracing trophies of the turf, the chase, and the river, and extending 
from the bonbons and trinkets showered upon him by the black-eyed senoras 
of Castile and the gay dames of Seville, to the sparkling treasures of Imperial 
and Royal caskets. ‘To one of these—(we should very much like to see this 
one)—he attaches a talismanic, almost superstitious virtue; and like ‘true 
knight,’ when engaged in an exploit of more than ordinary danger or exertion, 
bears this favour of ‘a Jadye faire;’ and even when stripped to the buff above 
the waist, this said talisman is placed in a small gold box in the folds of the 
sash. The Captain is always sure of an invitation to the Courts of all the 
principal continental countries, at more than one of which he is a great favou- 
rite; and the smallest cotter is ever happy to ‘share his bacca’ with him, and 
many an old dame puts by her choicest work of knitting art ‘agin the dear 
young Captain returns again.’” 

Of his literary and scientific attainments it would be unwise to speak, great 
as they undoubtedly are, as many of them would be unpalatable to English 
readers, being ultra-Russian; but of the twenty-two works of which he is the 
author the ‘‘Future Byzantium” and the ‘Coming Revolt in India” are the 
most celebrated, the former on account of the disturbance caused by its 
seizure by the Turkish authorities, and the latter because its predictions wero 
realised within a few weeks after its publication. His poem, ‘‘The Pearl of 
the Crown,” is known as the “ Muscovite Lalla Rookh.” : 

The European Champion, at first sight, does not give you the idea of the 
immense strength and endurance he possesses; for, although standing 
6ft. 4}in. in height, and measuring 47}in. round the chest, he only weighs 
12st 10Ib, and stoops at the shoulder; but his head is beautifully set on, his limbs 
finely turned but as thin as wire, and the smallness of his arm render some of 
his broad sword feats (of which the late Count Orlof was his rival) wonderful 
—especially as the sinews of the left arm above the elbow have been much 
cut and the arm disfigured. He has the eye of a hawk and the “high arched 
instep of the Arab maid,” and it is said that in some of his encounters with 
animals he has found a great unity of action between the eye and the instep. 

Capt. W. H. P. S.’s beautiful yacht the Zone, that was 80 much admired last 
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season in England, is now laid up in the Baltic; it-was in connection with her, 
it will be remembered, that the unfortunate encounter took place in Naples a 
few years back. . 

His ‘*‘time” in a public trial for the great French race in the autumn of last 
year was so extraordinary that it was deemed prudent to re-mmeasure the 
ground and have an extra time-keeper. The next day he repeated the trial in 
3sec. less, which caused the French gentleman to pay forfeit. : . 

The Captain’s last pedestrian performance was giving half a mile start in 
ten miles on the Uxbridge-road, his first attempt at a public “ walk;” but-he 
seemed to understand the thing pretty well for a novice, for he completed the 
distance in 934min., winning easily, with a cigar in his mouth for the last 
quarter mile. 

A general desire is expressed that a monster match should come off 
between the Capiain and the renowned Deerfoot, and we can but hope it will.

TATTERSALL’S. 

Monpary.—That all-important operation, “settling,” over the Derby. com- 
menced this afternoon at Tattersall’s, and, as may be anticipated, drew 
together an immense assemblage of bookmakers and backers of horses. The 
subscription-room, the lawn, and the yard were crowded, and to add to the 
general bustle Sir Lydston Newman's yearlings were this afternoon brought to 
the hammer in the space devoted to the sale of blood stock. Notwithstanding 
the, severe losses which the ‘+gentlemen” have experienced by the utter 
defeat of the favourites in both Derby and Oaks, the adjustment of accounts 
began promisingly in the City during the morning, and was resumed most 
sausfactorily at the Corner. Caractacus’s unlooked-for Victory has, of course, 
proved a good stroke of fortune to the members of the ring, though very few 
large speculators entirely escaped “laying.” My, Snewing estimates his 
winnings at something over £20,000, exclusive of the stakes, which amounted 
to £6,525, though not “the most valuable Derby on record,” as announced by 
& sporting weekly contemporary, the stakes in Musjid’s year amounting to 
£6,750. Here we may take occasion to mention that the owner of Caractacus 
is not, as ridiculously stated in the Saturday eview, a licensed victualler, of 
Marylebone-lane.” Mr. Snewing was originally a veterinary surgeon, of 
Rugby, but ultimately directed his attention to book-making, and is well 
known to country genuUlenien by the * price current” which he issues for com- 
mission transactions on the turf. His connection with the racing world has 
been most honourable to himself, and‘he has won the esteem of the members of 
the ring, from the strict and undeviating honesty with which he ever conducts 
business. Mr. Snewing has a breeding farm at Watford, Herts, where, by the 
bye, Polestar is at the stud, that gentienis vag Yun second to Vengeance, 
with the mare, for the Cesarewitch of 1855, 1:0: whieh period unti} the last 
Derby Day, however, the * light-blue-and-white cap’ has seldom been seen in 
front. Several lucky winners are reported, a majority of them owing their 
good fortune mainly toan inability to“ get out,” cr hedge, after Caractacus 
had been successively defeated in his engagements at Newmarket, Chester, 
and York. Among the backers of horses who have landed handsome stakes, 
we may mention Lord Bateman, about £11,000; Lord Winchilsea and Baron 
Niviére, about £9,000; Count Batthyany, about £4,000; Mr. W. Mundy, 
Mr. Bignold, and Mr. Coward about £5,000. The last bet laid by Mr. 
Jackson, “the Northern Leviathan,” just prior to tho start, was £3,000 to 
£75, or 40 to 1, in one bet, against the winner! The period occupied in 
“squaring up” left little time for speculation on coming events, but in the in- 
tervals between paying and receiving some bets on the approaching Ascot 
Meeting and the St. Leger were writien down. For the Ascot Cup only two 
were asked after, and Asteroid, from his recent great form, was made a great 
favourite at 7 to 4, those odds being taken freely about him, while 4 to 1 was 
also accepted about Carbineer. The St. Leger promises to bea rare betting 
race, and fromthe number of cracks engaged therein it is not difficult to antic 
cipate one of the most exciting struggles wpon record for “ the Derby of the 
North.”

After 
some misunderstanding it was finally agreed that the race should 
be run on the 10th of June, Mr. J. B. M*‘Neill, secretary to the 
Glasgow Negatta Club, being named referee. Accordingly on Tuesday

THE CORNWALL AND DEVON WRESTLING SOCIETY’S 
ANNUAL MEETING FOR ATHLETIC SPORTS. 

THE customary annual meeting of the above-named society was held at the 

opular grounds of Mr. J.C. Baum, at the White Lion, Hackney Wick, on 
Whit Monday and Tuesday; and terminated in a complete success, the 
enclosure being absolutely crammed with spectators. The sports were this 
year also varied by the introduction of wrestling in the Cumberland and West- 
moreland style, in order to gratify the amusement-seeking public. In addition 
to the performances of the men in the West and North Country method of 
wrestling, there were pedestrian events, and pole leaping, so that the excite- 
ment and interest of the meeting was constantly kept up. Mr. George Rooke, 
India Arms, Trinity-street, Rotherhithe, was referee; and the umpireship 
rested with Mr. Stephen Roberts and Mr. T. Bartley, the latter of whom gained 
belts at the Brecknock Arms, in 1849, and at the Scottish fetes at Holland Park, 
in 1851. Mr. W. Price, the able M.C. of the ground, conducted the pedestrian 
department. The arrangements of the proprietor were such as gave general 
satisfaction. A liberal collection was made for the widow of the late Mr. Hake, 
who for so long officiated as the respected referee at this meeting. 


The first event was the preliminary heats of the 200 Yards Handicap, the 
first prize being a handsome silver cup; second, 15s.; third, 5s.; and resulted 
as follows:—First heat—Collins, 12 yds start, walked over.

CORNWALL AND DEVON WRESTLING. 

The first couplet that entered the ring were thecelebrated Joo Meneer, of 
Cornwall, and another Cornishman named F. Ginn. After a short play, 
Meneer, whowas the favourite at 2 to 1, threw his fellow-countryman by the 
bearing-toe. Meneer kept the ring, and was joined by S. Pope, of Devon. 
The pair had such an arduous bout that they played time, and the Devonian 
stood the ring, the usual chances bringing him against John Bescombe, of 
Cornwall. The latter attempted his old “ flying-mare” style of business, which 
is his customary style of play, but he did not succeed; and his customer prov- 
ing an awkward one to deal with, the veteran crack, like Meneer, was bothered 
with him, and they played time. Bescombe kept on the green sward and found 
an antagonist in J. Huggins (D). These also played time; and then Huggins 
came against W. Joyce (D). The latter was thrown cleverly by the cross- 
heave. John Slade (D) was the next opponent of Huggins. They timed, and 
Huggins became the first double player. John Tucker (D) next played with 
Slade. The former was dexterously thrown by the ‘‘home ting.” Slade and 
Meneer played time, and that established them as double players, Bescombe 
and T, May, both Cornishmen, were the next pair in order, and Bescombe suc- 
ceeded in gaining the cast by the “flying-mare.” W. Harper (C) and R. 
Tope (D) played time. G. Cummings (D) versus Tope. (The latter wag 
cleanly and quickly picked up by the toe. O, Olliver (D), of a good 
wrestling family, then came in with Cummings. Olliver, who has only 
played once before in his life, was thrown in splendid style by the 
fore-hip. The cast was a somewhat severe one, as Olliver staggered as he 
rose, and was nearly falling again. Opey (C) and Pope (D) then came together 
—the former, it may be mentioned, having been the first to appear in the ring 
at the commencement of the proceedings, and did not meet with o response 
from any opponent. Opey tried the “ hug,” so well known inthe Duchy of 
Cornwall, but he found a sturdy antagonist, and so obstinate was the encounter 
that each foiled until the time was up Pope thus became a double player.

large amount of money depended upon the result, but old Bill Spooner held 
his own and won, although his style of progression on that, as on most occa- 
sions, was considered excepiionable by many. They met again on Monday at 
the above grounds, the stake being acool £100; the distance, fourieen miles, 
out of which the champion allowed the man of Brixton one minute start. It was 
at once seen that Spooner wads not in that fine fettle we have so often seen him, 
while Miles was allthat his best friends could wish, and alihough he had againto 
meet so doughty an opponent he appeared full of conlidence, On the 
word “go” being given, Miles dashed off at most extraordinary speed 
with fine action, which elicited much and deserved applause, and in the 
minute given had covered a good 300 yards; Spooner, as he watched him, 
dryly remarking, “He is a-going.” On Spooner toeing the mark Miles was 
well up the back of the course, fifty-six circuits of which it took to complete 
the distance of fourteen miles. And now a loud cheer announced that the 
champion had gone in pursuit of the young aspirant, and as round after round 
proceeded, and he gradually decreased the gap, the old-’un was loudly cheered 
on in his struggles, and the young-'un for fresh exertions. The first seven 
miles was gamely contested; the speed, scarcely to be credited by those un- 
initiated in such matters, is best shown by stating that half the distance (seven 
miles) was accomplished by Miles in 55min. 48 sec., at which period the 
champion was not fifty yards behind. After this portion of the race the con- 
test may be considered over; the want of condition of Spooner, who was much 
too fleshy, and the great exertions he had made to overhaul his youthful oppo- 
nent, told its tale upon him, and he began again to fall gradually in the rear. 
He struggled on to nearly the end of the ninth mile, when he was compelled 
to resign all further part in the race, so the Brixton man went the remainder 
of the distance in “ease and comfort” as to the result, and also at his leisure.

walled enclosure, With garden inside Jaid out prettily, and round which is an 
excelleat running path, the distance being 246 yds, 0n which the events of 
Monday were decided. The once famous pedestrian, Jesse Smith,sof the 
Peacock, Maiden-lane, Covent-garden, was the manager, and it was snother of 
those displays in which he brings out the aspirants for pedestrian fame yand 
as usual the entries were large. ‘Lhe friends of the ‘Proud Peacock rallied 
round their mentor, and, although there was the ‘carping and cavilling » 6 
pe yee on the whole all passed off well. The following are the prinetpal

The referee awarded the first prize to Young Furness, a novice, who had the 
longest start of 500 yds; the second fell to Hatley, 260 yds, whose style, 
although he was out oc condition, was much admired; and the third to Fault- 
less, who had the shortest start (250 yds), whose manner of going was like his 
name, ‘faultless in the extreme.” As no walking match ever goes off with- 
out cavilling, this proved no exception; as usual, the referee was ‘ jollied,” 
and out of the lot who started at least nine claimed to be the winner, 
hounded on by those interested. The referee, however, decided as above, and 
his consolation must be, for the abuse he received, that the three placed 
walked fair, which the majority of those who disputed his decision did not.

THE “BARCLAY” MATCH OF 1,000 MILES IN 1,030 HOURS. 


From time to time we have noticed the progress of this herculean task, to 
perform the feat above stated, the exponent being R. Manks, who is known as 
the Warwickshire Antelopo. ‘ihe place selected for the performance, the 
West London Cricket Grounds could not have been bettered, nor could a 
more determined ‘‘ proprietor” of running grounds have been selected than 
Mr. J.° W. Roberts to see it carried out to the very letter—the. ‘full 
tenure or forfeit of the bond.” We say it in all faith, that wo truly 
believe that this extraordinary undertaking has been fairly accomplished ; we 
are acquainted, not a little, with the “inner business” of such matters, and we 
verily believe that Manks has done what is represented of him, and that at 
five o'clock on ‘Thursday morning the last mile in the 1,000 miles was truthfully 
accomplished in the last hour of 1,000 hours. We are compelled to give a 
hurried remark or two on this undertaking on account of our immense country 
circulation, and merely to say, that although Manks has for the last few days 
suffered severely, in his feet especially, his indomitable pluck and resolution 
carried him through. Many of his patrons and admirers, notwith- 
standing the early hour, were in attendance, and one and all, as he almost 
staggered round the course for the last time, crowded forward to 
congratulate him, to tender their aid, and in affectionate regard greeted him 
upon his success. Amidst pitiless pelting rain the task was done, but all who 
may wish to see this “Antelope” in human form, who for furt«-two days all 
but eight hours, almost against Nature’s laws, has bravely, by perseverance, a 
pride innate, accomplished such a task, assisted more especially by a life of 
temperance—

the remainder of the week up to Saturday, has been given to do him good.

This gathering took place to aid the funds of the association formed some 
years ago to assist the professors of the art pugilistique, to carry out the rules
